WASHINGTON! Eleven years after most use of 
silicone-gel breast implants was halted, gov- 
ernment advisers recommended Wednesday 
that the ban be lifted despite lingering ques- 
tions about safety and durability. 

The Food and Drug Administration’s 
advisers stressed that Inamed Corp.’s resump- 
tion of sales should come only under cer- 
tain conditions. All women who receive the 
implants must get annual exams to ensure 
their implants aren’t leaking, for example. 

Other requirements include giving women 


a detailed brochure explaining the known 
risks — such as the frequent need for reop- 
erations for pain or breakage — and enrolling 
them in a registry to track their health. 

The panel told Inamed it must track 
women’s health for 10 years after they receive 
implants, a time when many say they begin 
to experience complications. 

If audits show that research isn’t adequate 
to track safety, the company must end sales, 
the panel said — a contingency the FDA 
admits it lacks the authority to enforce, (ap) 


Gaza Blast 
Kills Three 
Americans 

First deadly attack on U.S. 
target in three-year conflict 

BEIT LAHIYA, GAZA STRIP I A remote -controlled 
bomb tore apart an armored vehicle in a U.S. 
diplomatic convoy Wednesday, killing three 
American security guards and wounding a 
fourth in the first deadly attack on a U.S. 
target in the Palestinian territories. 

The attack was a dramatic departure from 
typical militant operations, which usually 
target Israeli soldiers and civilians. It was 
almost certain to lead to greater U.S. pres- 
sure for a Palestinian crackdown. 

“Palestinian authorities should have acted 
long ago to fight terror in all 
its forms,” President Bush 
said, blaming Palestinian 
officials for the attack. 

Secretary of State Colin 
Powell told Palestinian Prime 
Minister Ahmed Qureia when 
Qureia telephoned with con- 
dolences that the Bush administration 
could not move forward on establishing a 
Palestinian state unless violence and ter- 
rorism were halted. 

Qureia promised to find those responsible, 
and Palestinian leader Yasser Arafat con- 
demned the attack as an “awful crime.” 

There was no claim of responsibility, 
and the largest militant groups — Hamas, 
Islamic Jihad and the A1 Aqsa Martyrs 
Brigades — quickly distanced themselves 
from the attack. 

An FBI team was to assist the investigation.

NEWYORK |A Staten Island ferry 
slammed into a pier as it was dock- 
ing Wednesday, killing at least 10 
people, tearing off victims’ limbs and 
sending passengers leaping into the 
water, officials said.

PHILADELPHIA | An FBI bug in 
the office of Mayor John Street 
was there only two weeks before 
it was discovered in the midst of 
his re-election campaign.

Police Suspect FARC Rebels 
In Assassination Attempt 

Suspected rebels fired a shoulder- 
held rocket at a close ally of President 
Alvaro Uribe Wednesday, narrowly 
missing him in a bold attack in the 
Colombian capital, police said.

VATICAN CITY I Pope John Paul II 
thanked the faithful for their sup- 
port and prayers over his 25 -year 
papacy Wednesday, appearing in 
relatively good form at his general 
audience on the eve of the anniver- 
sary of his election as pope. 

The 83-year-old John Paul 
spoke strongly but had difficulty 
at times uttering his words — symp- 
toms of Parkinson’s disease which 
have become more pronounced in 
recent weeks and fueled unprece- 
dented public discussion among car- 
dinals about what to do if he were 
to become incapacitated.

There was nevertheless a festive 
air in St. Peter’s Square during the 
audience and among cardinals who 
have gathered in Rome for an anni- 
versary Mass at 6 p.m. Thursday

ed the first non-Italian pope in 
455 years. 

Tens of thousands of people are 
expected to attend Thursday’s anni- 
versary Mass.

Fiery militant in Iraq 
known for anti-U.S. 
rhetoric in sermons 

WASHINGTON I U.S. -led authorities 
in Iraq are preparing to confront 
— and perhaps arrest — a mili- 
tant Shiite Muslim cleric whose 
militia has battled both American 
troops and moderate Shiites in 
recent days. Pentagon officials 
said Wednesday. 

The officials said they are grow- 
ing increasingly worried that the 
cleric, Muqtada al-Sadr, is a threat 
to the U.S. -led military coalition 
occupying Iraq. Al- Sadr’s follow- 
ers have engaged in deadly gunbat- 
tles with other Shiite groups and 
American troops in the past two 


weeks, most recently in the holy 
city of Karbala south of Baghdad 
on Tuesday. 

Arresting or moving against 
al-Sadr could spark unrest among 
his followers, many of whom are 
armed. But U.S. military and coali- 
tion officials are finding it harder to 
ignore al- Sadr’s increasingly open 
challenges to the American occu- 
pation of the country. 

Last Friday, al-Sadr declared he 
had formed his own government 
to rule Iraq. The 30 -year-old cler- 
ic exhorts his followers with fiery 
anti-American sermons but has so 
far stopped short of calling for vio- 
lence against U.S. troops. His mili- 
tia openly defies the bans on private 
armies and people carrying unli- 
censed guns. MATT KELLEY (AP) 


Lawyers for Four 
French Detainees 
Appeal to U.N. 

P A R I S I Lawyers for four French citi- 
zens being held at the U.S. prison in 
Guantanamo Bay have appealed to 
the United Nations to intervene in 
what they call “psychological tor- 
ture” of inmates. 

In a letter to the U.N. made pub- 
lic Wednesday, the lawyers said they 
had not been allowed to meet with 
their clients for over 18 months. It 
added that the prisoners had yet to 
be informed of the charges against 
them, after two years of detention. 
There are currently six French citi- 
zens being held at the U.S. base in 
Cuba on suspicion of having ties to 
al Qaeda’s terrorist network, (ap)

‘Bloody Sunday’ Cover-Up Denied 


LONDON I The British army’s senior 
officer testified Wednesday he did 
not try to “distort or cover up” his 
unit’s bitterly disputed killing of 13 
Catholic demonstrators in Northern 
Ireland 31 years ago. An interna- 
tional probe authorized by Prime 
Minister Tony Blair has been work- 
ing since 1998 to establish what hap- 
pened on Jan. 30, 1972, an event 


known as “Bloody Sunday.” In 1972, 
Gen. Mike Jackson — now chief of 
the army’s general staff — was a 
captain in the battalion that opened 
fire on rioters and bystanders in 
Londonderry. Most soldiers have 
insisted they were first attacked by 
Irish Republican Army members, 
but civilians insist the soldiers hit 
unarmed people, (ap)

Victims of 
NATO Raid 
Sue Germany 

BONN, GERMANY | Lawyers for 
victims of a NATO air raid on a 
Serbian town in the 1999 Kosovo 
war demanded $1.17 million in com- 
pensation from the German govern- 
ment Wednesday, saying the coun- 
try was guilty of war crimes. 

Ten people died and 17 were 
injured in the May 30, 1999, attack 
on a bridge in Varvarin, which came 
as NATO was pressing Serbian 
strongman Slobodan Milosevic to 
accept its demands on Kosovo. 

The plaintiffs argued that 
Germany carried responsibility 
as a member of NATO. They said 
the attack violated the Geneva 
Conventions because it took place 
without warning on a target with lit- 
tle apparent military significance. 

The Bonn court expressed sym- 
pathy for the plaintiffs. But the judge 
noted that courts have ruled that 
individuals cannot seek compensa- 
tion for wartime victims. 

Government attorneys rejected 
the possibility of a settlement, say- 
ing the claim has no validity under 
international law. (ap)

Chief of nuclear 
watchdog says Tehran 
has been cooperating 

FRANKFURT, GERMANY I Iran has 
opened one of its military sites 
to U.N. atomic agency inspectors, 
the agency chief said Wednesday, 
en route to Tehran to warn that an 
Oct. 31 deadline leaves the country 
little time to prove it does not want 
to make nuclear weapons. 

Two weeks ahead of the dead- 
line — and the threat of Security 
Council sanctions — Iran’s lead- 
ers still need to address “a lot of 
outstanding important issues,” 
Mohamed ElBaradei, director 


general of the International Atomic 
Energy Agency, said. 

Despite outstanding questions, 
however, ElBaradei said Tehran has 
increased cooperation with agency 
officials, permitting inspectors vis- 
its to all sites they requested, includ- 
ing the military one. 

“We asked and we were allowed 
to go there,” ElBaradei said. He said 
he would not comment on the 
Iran probe before presenting his 
report to the next board meeting 
on Nov. 20. 

Tehran has said its nuclear 
program is designed only to gen- 
erate electricity. The United States 
accuses Iran of working on a nuclear

PAPUA NEW GUINEA I Therumorsof 
a huge stash of World War II gold 
bullion that are sweeping this near- 
bankrupt Pacific nation are wrong, 
the government said Wednesday. 

For weeks, speculation has 
soared that a $1.5 billion stash of 
gold — supposedly hidden by the 
country’s wartime Japanese occupi- 
ers — had been found in a cave in a 
remote province.

Isoroku Yamamoto, then the 
commander in chief of the Japanese 
navy, have been handed down from 
generation to generation. 

The rumors reached fever 
pitch earlier this month when the 
government flew troops and police 
to the province to search for the

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Class Action Suit 
Filed Over Anthrax 


Postmaster general, 
Postal Service named 
in $100 million claim 

WASHINGTON I The U.S. Postal 
Service is being sued by some of its 
workers. Judicial Watch, a public 
interest group, said Wednesday it 
filed a class action lawsuit on 
behalf of the 1,600 employees 
who used to work at the anthrax- 
tainted Brentwood mail facility in 
Northeast Washington. 

“Money and politics it seems 
took precedence over the lives 
of the Brentwood workers,” said 
Thomas J. Fitton, president of 
Judicial Watch. The $100 million 
lawsuit is on behalf of members 
four unions represented in the 
Brentwood work force. 

It also includes other U.S. Postal 
Service employees who would have 


passed through Brentwood during 
the anthrax incident. The named 
defendants include several senior 
postal officials 
involved in making 
decisions regarding 
Brentwood follow- 
ing the discovery of 
two anthrax-laced 
letters addressed 
to members of the 
U.S. Senate in October 2001. They 
include Postmaster General John 
E. Potter. 

After two years, the massive 14.6 
million-square-foot plant could 
reopen before year’s end. Postal 
officials said earlier Wednesday 
they will seek an environmental 
assessment to determine whether 
a facility to irradiate government 
mail can be safely operated there. 

A postal spokeswoman declined

Prosecution, defense 
ask candidates for 
view on death penalty 

VIRGINIA BEACH, VA. I Jury selection 
proceeded steadily Wednesday in 
the trial of sniper suspect John 
Allen Muhammad, with jurors 
qualified one by one after exten- 
sive questioning about their views 
of the death penalty and their expo- 
sure to pretrial publicity. 

Potential jurors also were asked 
whether they felt terrorized by last 
October’s sniper spree that killed 10 
people over a three -week span in 
the Washington, D.C., area. 

Thirteen jurors were qualified to 
serve on the trial Wednesday, and 
two jurors were excluded. The judge 
must qualify an additional 14 jurors 
to reach a panel of 27. Then pros- 
ecutors and defense attorneys can 
each strike six jurors, for nearly any 
reason they choose, leaving a jury 
of 12 plus three alternates. 

Jury selection will likely conclude 
late Thursday or early Friday. After 
Wednesday’s hearing, prosecutor 


Paul Ebert said he expected open- 
ing arguments to begin Monday, 
even if jury selection concludes 
Thursday. Circuit Judge LeRoy F. 
Millette Jr. will have to rule on last- 
minute pretrial motions. 

The most intense questioning 
revolved around views on the death 
penalty. Prosecutors sought to have 
one female juror excluded after she 


said she would have a hard time 
imposing a death sentence. 

Defense attorney Jonathan 
Shapiro urged that the woman 
be placed on the panel, saying 
“Muhammad is allowed to have 
jurors who are very conscious of the 
weight that’s put on their shoulders.” 
Millette accepted the woman as a

Favor Spam List 


I N T E R N E T I Seventy-five percent of 
the nation’s Internet users want a 
national “do -not- spam” list simi- 
lar to the anti-telemarketing reg- 
istry launched by the Federal Trade 
Commission this month, according 
to a survey released Wednesday. 

“Spam is not just a little nui- 
sance, it’s an epidemic,” said Sen. 
Charles Schumer (D-N.Y.), at a 
Capitol Hill news conference to 
release the online survey of 1,500 
Internet users. It was conducted by 
Stamford, Conn.-based research 
firm Insight Express and Chicago 
consulting firm UnSpam. 

Schumer introduced a bill in 
June that would create a national 


do-not-spam list. It also would fine 
spammers up to $100,000 a day 
and require e-mail marketers to use 
valid return e-mail addresses. 

Schumer’s bill is an alternative to 
several others in Congress that try 
to limit spam but contain provisions 
that protect direct marketers’ efforts 
to continue using the Internet as a 
prime selling opportunity, robert

Recovery Gaining 
Steam, Fed Says 

WASHINGTON I Economic activ- 
ity was accelerating in early fall 
with consumer spending strong 
in most parts of the country and 
even the nation’s beleaguered man- 
ufacturing sector showing signs of 
life, the Federal Reserve reported 
Wednesday. 

In its latest survey of business 
conditions around the country, the 
Fed said its 12 regional banks were 
reporting a number of signs that 
the recovery from the 2001 reces- 


sion was finally beginning to gain 
momentum. 

Ten districts reported stronger 
economic activity, according to 
information gathered in September 
and early October while the other 
two — Boston and Cleveland — 
reported economic activity was 
mixed but at least not declining. 

The survey, one of eight done 
every year, will be used when Fed 
policy-makers meet Oct. 28 to 
review interest rates. Most analysts 
believe the central bank will leave its 
target for banks’ overnight borrow- 
ing unchanged at a 45 -year low of

EAGLE, COLO. I Kobe Bryant’s accuser 
showed up for her rape exam wear- 
ing panties containing another 
man’s sperm, a startling discovery 
that defense lawyers called “com- 
pelling evidence” the NBA star is 
innocent. 

But Bryant’s preliminary hear- 
ing ended Wednesday with pros- 
ecutors telling a judge there was 
“uncontradicted” evidence that 
the Los Angeles Lakers’ guard 
raped the 19 -year- old woman at 
a mountain resort. 


“He lifted up her skirt. She said 
‘no.’ He pulled down her underpants 
and she said ‘no.’ He penetrated her 
from behind and she cried,” pros- 
ecutor Greg Crittenden said. 

Judge Frederick Gannett said he 
hoped to rule by Monday whether 
Bryant will have to stand trial on 
a sexual assault charge that could 
send him to prison for life. 

Gannett only has to find there 
is probable cause to believe Bryant 
raped the woman, something 
defense attorney Pamela Mackey 
told the judge prosecutors failed to 
prove because the woman told her 
story through a sheriff’s detective. 
“She is not worthy of your belief,” 
Mackey said.

Homeless youths 
defy the law for a 
troubling exhibit 

GALLERIES I Bradley McCallum 
and Jacqueline Tarry faced a tough 
crowd when they went to Seattle to 
pitch “Civic Endurance,” now on dis- 
play at Conner Contemporary Art. 
The street kids to be featured in the 
project were themselves in charge 
of selecting the artists they would 
work with. 

For 25 hours on Aug. 5-6, 2002, 
homeless youths were videotaped 
standing still in public, an hour 
each. 

Their actions were in memory of 
friends who had died on the street, 
and in violation of Seattle’s Civility 
Laws, anti-loitering ordinances that 
permit the police to keep runaways 
on the run. 


Each performer was also photo- 
graphed standing in front of a black 
background. 

Although this has the potential 
to alienate subjects from their sur- 
roundings, McCallum and Tarry’s 
gorgeously intimate large-format, 
sharp -focus photos preserve the 
youths’ individuality and dignity. 

If the pictures toy with fash- 
ion -photography conventions, the 
reasons are twofold. Not only has 
the glamour shot become the lin- 
gua franca for the representation 
of young people, it also highlights 
the fact that there is no longer any 
subcultural style that isn’t imme- 
diately co-opted and sold back to 
a nation of young rebels — some of 
whom have suffered in the extreme.

Interpol represents the best of 
the current New York post-punk 
revival spawned recently by the 
meteoric rise of the Strokes.

STAGE I A headlong crash between

Weathered Wine 



Dramatic weather 
means a banner year 
for Iberian wines 

W I N E I A freakish summer of record 
heat and little rain could bring a 
famous harvest for some of Iberia’s 
best-known wines. 

The August heat wave shriveled 
some grapes, but also concentrated 
aromas and tannins in the skin. The 
sugar content is higher, meaning the 
alcohol level will be stronger and 
the best wines may age gracefully 
for years longer. 

At many vineyards, the harvest 
began weeks early, and while reserv- 
ing judgment until all the grapes 
are pressed, winemakers predict 
the quality will be superb. 

“Great conditions are in place for 
an exceptional year for port wine,” 
said Manuel Antonio Santos, presi- 
dent of the Casa do Douro wine pro- 
ducers federation, based in Peso da 
Regua, a village 180 miles north of 
Lisbon on the Atlantic coast. 

Chances are high that this will 
be a vintage year, he said. That 
happens only about three times a 
decade for port wine. Similar results 
are expected on the Spanish side of 
the Iberian Peninsula. 

“Everything that’s coming in 
to the winery is really good,” said 
Mireia Torres, winemaker for 
Miguel Torres winery in Penedes, 


south of Barcelona. “We’re getting 
great results: high grades of alcohol 
and smooth tannins. The wines this 
year will be high quality.” 

“This is a very special year every- 
where — in Spain, in France, every- 
where,” added Rafael Alonso, direc- 
tor of exports for Vega Sicilia, maker 
of the Ribera del Duero wine that 
reputedly is Spain’s best. 

Summer here was one of the 
harshest on record. Temperatures 
hit 104 degrees and vines started 
to shut down to protect themselves. 
Some grapes were scorched, spoil- 
ing their flavor. Others turned into 
raisins on the vine. 

In Portugal in late August, 
temperatures cooled and grow- 
ers fretted whether their crops 


could sustain the abrupt change. 
Then came spectacular thunder- 
storms with pelting rain, followed 
by more heat. 

At the Costers del Siurana win- 
ery in the Priorat region near the 
Mediterranean Sea in Spain, owner 
Carles Pastrana, said there, too, the 
harvest began early and the grapes 
look fine. “Until the wine is ferment- 
ed, it’s hard to say,” he said. “But 
what’s coming into the winery is of 
a superb quality — a very, very good 
harvest.” barry hatton (ap)

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PROTECTING CHILDREN FROM PORN

The Supreme Court agreed Tuesday 
to revisitthe constitutionality of the 
Children’s Online Protection Act, a 
controversial 1998 law aimed at pro- 
tecting children from online pornog- 
raphy. Focus on the Family’s DANIEL L. 
WEISS was online Wednesday to talk 
about his group’s supportforthe law. 


What about the privacy of adults 
who choose to view adult materi- 
al on the Internet? As far as I know, 
even when they ask for ID, bricks- 
and-mortar adult businesses do 
not demand or keep your name 
and credit card information. The 
nature of the Internet would make 
consumer privacy very difficult to 
maintain if this law were passed. 

Right now, there are a great 
many businesses that do not value 
their customers’ privacy. They are 
happy to sell your personal details 
to other companies. This law 
wouldn’t necessarily affect that. It 
would simply require that the per- 
son coming to the site was of legal 
age to view the material contained 
therein. Pornographers would need 
to respect privacy as much as a non- 
pornographic online business or a 
bricks-and-mortar business or they 
would lose their customers. 

If the Supreme Court strikes 
down this federal law, what other 
recourse is there for stemming the 
tide of pornography on the Internet 

— particularly porn that children 
can access? 

This is an important question. 
The law in question now — COPA 

— was written as a direct response 
to the Supreme Court’s ruling that 
struck down its predecessor, the 
Communications Decency Act. 
After that ruling. Congress wrote a 
more narrowly defined and tailored 
law to answer specific criticism. If 
this law is struck down, I have no 
doubt that Congress will continue 
to draft laws to protect children 
from online pornography.
